Connally 
Wants Vote 
On Canal 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Former 
Texas Gov. John Connally says the 
United States should hold a national 
referendum to decide whether to 
ratify the Panama Canal treaty. 
Connally Thursday said Panama 
will have a ratification vote. If the 
treaties were to fail in a vote here, 
then both the President and the Senate 
could say, “the American people have 
made this decision,” he said. 
President Carter made “a very 
serious mistake in the dramatic 
staging of the signing” of the proposed 
treaties, Connally said, and “in effect, 
attem pted 
to 
preem pt 
the 
prerogatives of the Senate” in 
ratifying the treaties. 
“If it is not successful, then he has 
elevated the risk that the country 
already runs because in effect he has 
pitted every country against the 
United States,” he said. 
Connally said “the most graceful 
thing” under the circumstances would 
be to hold a national referendum and 
let the American people decide. 
Connally appeared at a meeting of 
the 
National 
Conference 
of 
Republican State Chairmen and the 
Republican National Committee. 
He said he would campaign next 
year for Republican candidates and 
decide in 1979 whether to run for the 
presidency.

Japanese Teen Adapts to U.S. 


Exchange Student Enjoys Life With Plano Family

Except for her Oriental features 
and sleek black hair, Kyoko Tsukui 
looks like any other Plano teenager, 
with her blue jeans and casual shirt. 
She likes American things, like 
swimming, too, but she isn’t an or­ 
dinary Plano teen—she’s here to live 
with the Leo Tanke family until June 
as 
an 
exchange 
student 
from 
Maebashi, Japan. 
She is the youngest Japanese 
student participating in the program, 
which is the Pacific Educational and 
Cultural Exchange in Japan and the 
J a p a n e s e -A m e ric a n C u ltu ra l 
Exchange in the U.S. 
The Tankes saw an article in the 
Star-Courier last spring concerning 
the program and made their ap­ 
plication in May. They were sent 
photos and descriptions of six can­ 
didates to live in their home, and they 
selected Kyoko becasse she is an only 
child like their daughter Robin and 
she is near Robin’s age. 
There were other things about 
Kyoko that attracted the Tankes to 
her—she has a small dog like their 
own daughter and she likes some of 
the same things Robin likes 
In turn, Kyoko, daughter of a hobby 
shop owner, and her family looked 
over information on the Tankes to 


decide whether to come to the U.S. 
She accepted, and as a result, is now 
a sophomore at Vines High School, 
where she plays volleyball, studies 
math, science, choir and English, 
including tutoring sessions with a 
local student arranged through the 
counselor’s office. She had studied 
English in school (ifs mandatory in 
Japan) for three years and with a 
private teacher before coming here. 
Although she will study at Vines for 
the full school year, Kyoko will be 
required to repeat tenth grade upon 
her return to Japan if she decides to 
go to college, as she says she has In 
Japan, only nine grades are man­ 
datory for those persons who don’t 
choose college 
If they do choose to continue their 
educations, entrance exams, 
like 
college entrance tests in the U.S., are 
required before entering tenth grade 
Kyoko says she wants to continue her 
education and to be a television an­ 
nouncer. She has already taken and 
passed her entrance exams. 
Upon arriving in the U.S. two 
months ago, the Tankes said Kyoko’s 
first words, spoken incredulously, 
were “You have trees here!” 
She’s also noted that we Americans 
drive on the wrong side of the street 
(they drive on the left in Japan) and 


much faster than in Japan. She says 
our streets are not as crowded as 
those in Japan 
Kyoko has commented that it gets 
much hotter here than at her home, 
where it averages about 80 degrees F. 
in the summer months, but she has 
grown quite fond of swimming since 
coming to live with the Tankes. 
She also likes attending church with 
them and enjoys the American 


lifestyle of having people visit in 
homes often. 
The Tankes have taken her to see 
the state capitol in Austin and to the 
LBJ Library, as well as to a number of 
other points of interest throughout the 
state. 
She seems to be enjoying it. Asked 
whether she misses her family after 
two months here, she replied, “Not 
yet”.

Proper Spacing Important in Gardens 


ASK DOC GARD NER 
by NEIL SPERRY 


Dear Doc: How do I go 
about 
bringing 
our 
geraniums 
indoors over 
winter? 
Many folks dig 
their 
geraniums, pot them, and 
keep them near a bright 
window. I think you’ll find it 
easier, though, to take 
cuttings and simply start 
new plants. Easier still-just 
consider 
geranium s 
an 
annual flower, let front take 
its toll, and buy new plants 
come spring 
Dear 
Doc: 
I’ve got a 
poinsettia saved from last 
C'hristmas. How do I get it to 
flower? 
Poinsettias set flower buds 
when the nights reach a 
certain length in the fall. To 
have them in flower for 
C h ristm as, 
greenhouse 
growers pull black shade 
cloths each night to give 
them artificially long nights, 
hence promoting flowering. 
In your house you could 
drape a sheet of dark cloth 
over the plant for 14-15 hours 
each night, or you could put 
it in a room where you 
wouldn’t be turning the 
lights on. Starting about 
October I your plant will 
flower by Christmas. 
Dear Doc: I need two of 
your remedies-one for pill 
bugs and one for nut grass. 
Thanks! 
Pill bugs can be controlled 
chemically with dust or 
metaldehyde baits. Organic 
gardeners 
report that 
shallow pans of beer do a 
good job of trapping and 
drowning these pests. 
For nut grass control I’ll 
need to lay down a couple of 
ground rules. First, don’t try 
any 
chem icals 
on 
St. 
Augustine 
lawns. 
St. 
Augustine is just too tender- 
give it more water and 
fertilizer to help it crowd out 
the 
weed. 
For 
ber- 
mudagrass, DSMA is pretty 
dependable as a 
spray 
control. In flower beds, 


eptam granules will help 
eliminate the problem. Hoe 
the granules into the soil and 
don’t use them around fleshy 
rooted plants such as can­ 
nas, iris, 
daffodils and 
daylilies. A new chemical, 
Roundup, does an excellent 
job of controlling nutsedge, 
but, to date, is available only 
in 
expensive 
gallon-lot 
quantities. 
Dear Doc: Please inform 
us as to what will control the 
dry rot or brown rot of sweet 
potatoes. 
There are several rots that 
hit stored sweet potatoes. All 
are accentuated by high 
storage temperatures and 


humid conditions. Make sure 
you have clean, vigorous 
planting stock in the spring, 
too. 
Dear Doc: Something has 
cut semi-circles out of the 
leaves of my rose bushes. 
What’s responsible-I’ve seen 
no insects. 
It’s the leaf cutter bee, a 
small insect that uses its 
leaves as shingles to build a 
home in a pipe or crevice. 
You may not have seen 
them, but they were there 
long enough to snip loose a 
section of leaf. A general 
rose spray should take care 
of it, although it really isn’t 
too devastating. 


One ot the keys to a suc­ 
cessful fall vegetable garden 
is proper spacing of plants. 
Every gardener should 
sow more seeds than are 
really needed, but the plants 
should 
be 
thinned 
to 
recommended spacing once 
they are several inches high, 
says James R. Risinger, 
county agent with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Most gardeners hate to 
thin seedlings but too many 
plants in the row can act just 
like weeds and compete with 
each other for water, light 
and nutrients. The problem 
of overcrowding often occurs 
when lettuce, sweet corn, 
carrots, beets, radishes and 
spinach are planted. These 
vegetables need to have 
room if they are going to 
develop into good quality 
vegetables, emphasizes the 
county agent. 


To grow table beets, space 
seedlings 2 to 3 inches apart 
and rows 12 to 18 inches 
apart. 
Carrots can be -a little 
closer, but they still need I to 
2 inches of space if long, 


straight carrots are to 
develop. If carrot seedlings 
are crowded, they become 
twisted and mis-shapen and 
are usually small. 
As far as lettuce is con­ 
cerned, amateur gardeners 
are reluctant to thin lettuce 
because the idea is that you 
eat the leaves anyway. Thin 
good quality leaf lettuce to 
about 6 to IO inches apart. 


Harvest the whole plant, as 
the best part is the center, 
tender, light green leaves. If 
not thinned, the result may 
be a bimch of little, bitter, 
outside leaves. 
Many gardeners wonder 
why their fall sweet corn 
produces nubbins and not the 
nice big ears with good flag 
leaves like those sold on 
roadside stands. The trouble 


is generally overcrowding. 
Keep 
most 
sweet 
corn 
varieties 8 to 12 inches apart 
between each stalk and 
space the rows at least 36 
inches apart. 
Space radishes at least an 
inch apart. Overcrowding 
often results in mis-shapen 
radishes 
or 
failure 
to 
properly enlarge at all. 
Pumpkins need plenty of 


room too, with each plant set 
2 or preferably 3 feet apart. 
Space rows 8 or even IO feet 
apart. 
A few plants properly 
spaced will produce more 
than a lot of overcrowded 
plants, 
notes 
Risinger. 
Plants should have plenty of 
room to grow and to produce 
high 
yields 
of 
tasty 
vegetables. 


Collin Pecan Crop 


Ready for Picking 


The pecan crop generally 
looks good in Collin County, 
and the tasty morsels should 
be ready soon. Pecans are a 
nutritious and pleasing food 
if they are healthy and not 
marked by spots and water 
soaked areas. 
This means that they must 
be picked up regularly as 
they begin to fall, notes 
James R. Risinger, county 
agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
There are a number of 
diseases which attack the 
mature pecan that make it 
unsuitable for consumption. 
The pecan shell has a suture 
and it is through this suture 
and the pointed end that 
many fungi 
enter. Some 
damage can occur on the 
tree, so spraying is im­ 
portant during the growing 
season to prevent infection. 
Infection also occurs when 
pecans drop from the tree 
and then remain on the 
ground for a lengthy period. 


Pecans laying on the ground 
are exposed to moisture and 
are much more prone to 
have damaged kernels that 
those which are picked up 
soon after they drop. 


Once pecans have been 
picked up, Risinger suggests 
drying 
them 
in 
some 
manner. A dryer can be 
constructed by building a 
box with a hardware screen 
bottom and a small light 
bulb 
placed 
below 
the 
screen. If possible, position a 
small fan so it blows across 
the lightbulb and up through 
the screen. Place pecans on 
the screen (not over two 
layers deep) and stir them 
every 12 hours. 


To determine if they are 
dry, crack a few pecans and 
break the kernels. When 
they have a sharp crack, 
they are dry enough to place 
in containers. Be sure the 
storage area is well ven­ 
tilated and not exposed to 
severe heat.

Recent changes in relative 
prices for wheat, feedgrains 
and cotton and the newly 
announced wheat set-aside 
add 
new 
elem ents 
to 
producers’ 1978 planting 
decisions. 
“ In 
making 
cropping 
decisions, producers should 
recognize the 
available 
alternatives under the new 
program , 
m arket 
price 
expectations, and relative 
production costs for their 
p a rtic u la r s itu a tio n s ,’’ 
contend Dr. Ronald Knutson 
and 
Roland 
Smith, 
economists with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Under the 
new 
farm 
program (assum ing final 
enactment), producers will 
be required to set-aside 20 
percent of their wheat 
acreage if they are to have 
the advantage of the price 
support loan, target price 
and 
disaster 
paym ent 
provisions of the bill, point 
out the economists. The loan 
rate for wheat will be $2.35 
per bushel in 1978. The wheat 
target price will be $3 per 
bushel 
if 
total 
U.S. 
production in 1978 is more 
than 1.8 billion bushels and 
$3.05 if production is less. 
This year’s production is 
estim ated at 2.03 billion 
bushels. 
Knutson and Smith list two 
options for a producer within 
the set-aside provisions. One 
choice is that he can set- 
aside 20 percent of his 1977 
acreage; then he will be 
guaranteed a deficiency 
paym ent on his planted 
acreage based on the $3 or 
$3.05 target price. 
For 
example, if a producer 
planted 500 acres of wheat in 
1977 and 500 acres of cotton, 
he could reduce wheat 
plantings in 1978 to 400 acres, 
retain cotton at 500 acres and 
set-aside IOO acres. 
A second option is that he 
can 
reduce 
his 
wheat 
planting by less than 20 
percent or even increase 
plantings, but set aside 20 
percent of his 1978 wheat 
acreage. Again, assuming 
that a producer planted 500 
acres of wheat and 500 acres 
of cotton in 1977, he could 
plant 200 acres of cotton, 640 
acres of wheat, and set-aside 
160 acres of land in 1978. If 
this option is chosen, the 
producer is only assured of 
receiving 
a 
deficiency 
payment on 80 percent of his 
wheat acreage planted for 
harvest. Of course, the 
program is voluntary and a 
set-aside is not mandatory, 
but the loss of loan, target 
price and disaster payment 


provisions would result from 
non-compliance. 
Which option should a 
producer choose in 1978? 
“With the announced grain 
reserve program and the 
fact 
that 
the set-aside 
program is only expected to 
reduce wheat production 
about IO percent, we an­ 
ticipate that, with normal 
weather, market prices for 
wheat in 1978 could be at or 
below the loan level,” note 
Knutson and Smith. “This 
may 
also 
be 
true 
for 
feedgrain prices much of the 
year. If the cotton crop 
materializes according to 
estimates, it will also likely 
be priced near the loan 
level—although more un­ 
certainty exists in cotton 
than in either wheat or 
feedgrains.” 
If a producer’s production 
patterns 
in 
1977 
were 
reasonably in line with 
relative costs of production, 
a 20 percent set-aside on the 
basis of 1977 wheat acreage 
likely is the best strategy, 
believe the economists. If, 
however, a producer planted 
more cotton than normal in 
1977, he may want to in­ 
crease wheat acreage in 1978 
back to normal levels based 
on the target prices of $3 per 
bushel for wheat and 52 cents 
per pound for cotton. The 
advantage here is that in 
1979, the producer will be 
eligible for IOO percent 
participation based upon 
optimal cropping patterns. 
Winter wheat producers will 
have until next spring to 
declare their actual set- 
aside intentions for 1978. 
“While a USDA set-aside 
determination is made in­ 
dependently 
each 
year, 
current conditions indicate 
cropping 
and 
set-aside 
decisions should be based 
upon the assumption that 
here 
will 
be 
set-aside 
requests for the next several 
y ears,” contend Knutson 
and Smith. “With target 
prices based on U.S. average 
costs of production, wheat 
land normally should be 


planted to wheat, cotton land 
to cotton and sorghum to 
sorghum even if it means 
less price protection in 1978. 
If a feedgrain set-aside is 
announced at the anticipated 
IO percent level, the same 
reasoning likely will apply. 
Detailed regulations for 
the set-aside program have 
not yet been made public. 
Therefore, producers should 
check whatever option they 
choose to be sure it is in 
comliance 
with 
current 
interpretations 
of 
the 
program.

Book Has Tips

a previous column I 
sought to entice you into 
beginning a spot of gardening 
this fall by planting some 
spring-flowering bulbs. Many 
of you already will have 
scouted out what is available 
locally in the way of bulbs. 
Others will have found cata­ 
logs put out by bulb special­ 
ists more satisfying to read 
and select from. 
This week I would like to 
present a guide to the more 
common bulb varieties, with 
a view to helping you select 
the varieties that most appeal 
to you. 
I suppose that tulips are 
really the mainstay of the 
spring-flowering bulb gar­ 
den. Tulips are hardy, re­ 
liable bloomers and come in 
over 4,000 varieties — quite a 
choice! By planting early, 
mid-season and late types 
you can have tulip bloom 
stretching over a consider­ 
able period of time, depend­ 
ing on the weather. 
Among the more dramatic 
tulips are the Darwin hy­ 
brids. These are tall and 
stately, up to 30 inches, with 
large flowers. Darwin hy­ 
brids are hardy and weather- 
resistant. An example is 
Apeldoom, orange red with 
purple-black bases. 
Unusual also are the double 
early and double late tulips. 
The double lates are taller, 
but both flowers strongly re­ 
semble peony blooms, and for 
that reason are often called 
peony-flowered tulips. 
Then there are tulips with 
unusual flower shapes. Lily- 
flowered tulips bloom late, 
with blossoms with long, 
pointed petals that arch out-

wards at the tips. The lace- 
petaled Parrots resemble the 
coloring of the tropical bird. 
The curved petals are cut at 
the edges and look like 
feathers. The black parrot is 
particularly exotic. 
The most used and best 
known tulips are the Dar­ 
wins, late flowering 
with 
strong stems and large, deep- 
cupped solid-colored flowers. 
There are many unusual 
and spectacular new tulips on 
the market every year, from 
the giant, dazzling Red Em- 
perior to the charming dwarf 
tulipa tarda. It is quite worth­ 
while to send away for a cata­ 
log and spend an enjoyable 
afternoon reading about and 
looking at pictures of the 
many lovely species avail­ 
able. Ask your Department of 
Agriculture local office to 
recommend a reputable bulb 


nursery. 
I cannot leave the subject 
of tulips without mentioning 
one sort I treasure for its fra­ 
grance — General de Wet. A 
bouquet of these blooms in 
the house is surely a touch of 
heaven. Each year I pot some 
of these for forcing. 
One tip about bringing in 
cut blooms for the house — do 
not mix tulips and daffodils in 
the same container. The sap 
from the daffodil stems 
poison the tulips, and cause 
them to deteriorate rapidly. 
Daffodils also come in a 
variety of shapes and colors, 
more so than most people 
realize. Now, as well as the 
familiar golden yellow, there 
are varieties tinged with 
orange, some with white 
petals, some in buff, pink and 
lime. Some have double 
flowers. But the most com­ 


monly used and known are 
the trumpet daffodils in 
which the cup, or trumpet, is 
prominent. The most used of 
these is King Alfred. 
Daffodils, 
unfortunately, 
are not so hardy as tulips and 
in the cold-weather areas of 
the continent can only be 
grown either against a shel­ 
tered house wall, or indoors 
in pots. 
In warmer areas, though, 
daffodils can be planted any­ 
where — in the flower border, 
among shrubs, along a fence. 
Large trumpet daffodils are 
ideal for naturalizing along 
the edge of your property. 
A beautifully fragrant type 
of daffodil is the jonquil — 
small, frilly flowers with a 
lovely sweet scent. Together 
with fragrant hyacinth, they 
are perfect grown by the 
kitchen door.

Heavy summer use of the four camper fee areas at Lavon 
I,ake has slowed considerably with arrival of our fall season. 
Because of heavy rains in some of the camper areas, 
disruption of vegetation, and needed maintenance in fee 
{larks, the fee area portions in Collin and Little Ridge Parks 
are now closed and will remain so during the winter months. 
However, the camper fee areas in Lavonia and East Fork 
Parks will remain open during the winter months with water 
and electrical hookups as usual. The daily user fee of $3 
without electricity or $3.50 with electricity will be charged at 
Lavonia and East Fork camper areas by the gate attendants 
as was done during the summer months. 
Maintenance repairs needed at the closed parts of Collin 
and Little Ridge Parks will consist of reworking eroded 
ditches, and slopes which will be fertilized and reseeded. 


Widening of the gate house entrances to more safely ac­ 
commodate the safe entrance of recreational vehicles, 
repair of the access roads and turnouts, and needed repair of 
utility systems will also be accomplished. 
It is anticipated that Lavonia and East Fork Parks will 
accommodate the winter camper visitors, and all utility and 
other winter repairs made at the closed parks will result in a 
more efficient and beautiful park system when the Collin 
and Little Ridge camper fee areas are reopened next spring. 
The day use areas of Collin and Little Ridge Parks will 
remain open all winter to accommodate boating visitors. 
Collin Park will continue to have two public boat ramps open 
and Little Ridge Park will have one public boat ramp open. 
Each of these ramps has four lanes. 
Lavon Lake is still about five feet below the normal pool 
elevation of 492.0 msl. Hopefully, fall and winter rains will 
bring the lake up to its normal pool elevation before the 
beginning of the new recreational season next spring.

DROITWICH, 
E ngland 
(UPI) — On nearby hills in a 
littlev isited part of the 
country 
stand 
two 
e x ­ 
traordinary 
houses 
which 
illustrate opposite fates for 
the 
stately 
hom es 
of 
England. 
Chateu Impney is a light­ 
hearted confection of sheer 
fantasy. It is an imitation 
French 
chateau, 
as 
in­ 
congruous as an Arab souk 
in its English countryside, 
built as a monument to love. 
Witley Court is a sober 
classical palace of im m ense 
size, often visited by a king, 
a magnificent family home 
until a mere 40 years ago. 
Now one is dead, the other 
vibrantly alive. 
W itley 
is 
a 
haunted 
desolation of roofless rooms 
and wrecked gardens. But 
less than IO m iles away, 
Chateau Impney dances the 
night away as a popular 
luxury hotel. 
These two houses were 
built about the sam e tim e — 
W itley’s enlargement began 
in 1856, Impney finished in 
1875 
— 
as 
perfect 
representatives of an age. 
One reflects the pomp and 
grandeur of Queen Victoria’s 
imperial England, the other 
the 
cap rice 
and 
self- 
indulgence 
of enorm ous 
wealth. 
The wealth, in Im pney’s 
ca se, 
belonged 
to 
John 
Corbett. He made such a 
staggering fortune from salt 
he was known as “ The Salt 
King,” 
and today’s hotel 
guests are told a romantic 
little legend about him. 
In middle-age, 
it 
says, 
Corbett visited Paris and fell 
in love with a 
beautiful 
F rench 
govern ess. 
He 
married her, brought her 


back and built the phoney 
French chateau for her. 
And how 
he built 
it! 
Corbett hired 3.000 men to 
create his huge park, to rear 
up the fairytale turrets and 
nearperpendicular 
roofs 
frothing with carved stone 
which still look so im ­ 
pressive. 
They installed marble co­ 
lum ns 
and 
elaborate 
ceilings, a living room which 
is a ballroom now. terraced 
rose gardens where tourists 
now stroll with a drink. Over 
a sweeping mockmedieval 
staircase Corbett’s portrait, 
painted in 1878. looks down 
as if bemused by all the 
changes. 
But there are one or two 
h itches 
to 
the 
popular 
Corbett legend. 
A.F. Nicklin, a local his­ 
torian, agrees that Corbett 
had alm ost everything. He 
w as 
a 
fam ous 
philan- 
thropest, 
a 
humane 
em ­ 
ployer 
who banned child 
labor in his salt works, a 
member of parliament for 25 
years, who revitalized Droit- 
wich with new hotels and spa 
baths. 
But Mrs. Corbett, Nicklin 
says, w asn’t French — she 
w as a French-Irish girl 
nam ed Jean O’Hara. 
If 
Corbett 
built 
Chateau 
Impney to please her, it 
didn’t work. 
“After spending only a 
short tim e at Impney” she 
walked out, Nicklin says. 
There was no reconcilation. 
The Salt King lived on at 
Impney, wifeless, until his 
death in wealth and honor in 
1901, aged 83. 
Impney’s cost became a 
local scandal, but Witley 
Court was costlier still. It 
was built on a kingly scale, 
and som e of its grandeur still 
shows. 


King Edward VTI cam e 
here often, sweeping down 
its grand outdoor staircases 
to go shooting in the 1,100- 
acre park. Few come here 
now. 
Those who do find the 
staircases piles of rubble, 
the classical columns three 
stories tall propped up with 
scaffolding. The park is 
plowed fields and the formal 
gardens rough grass. 
Witley Court was famous 
for statues 
and 
for 
two 
immense fountains, worthy 
of Rome. The statues are 
gone and people picnic by 
the empty fountains, their 
gigantic 
sculptures 
crum­ 
bling. Its IOO “main” rooms 
have not a roof among them 
and its stately stone walls 
are plastered with red signs 
warning that “these ruins 
are dangerous.” 
Witley’s downfall 
began 
with a fire in 1937 which 
damaged a quarter of the 


spraw ling 
m ansion. 
Its 
owners tried to auction it, 
but with war in the air 
nobody bought. In only 40 
years — the blink of an eye in 
the life of a great house — 
neglect 
and 
w illful 
destruction m ade W itley 
beyond redemption 
At Chateau Impney the 
curios 
and 
furnishings 
Corbett collected are gone. 
But commercial use has kept 
his house intact and alive. 
Its restaurants and party 
rooms bulge with 
people 
from Birmingham. 15 m iles 
north, and its 66 bedrooms 
are used by tour groups and 
individual travelers. 
These visitors are John 
Corbett’s unintended heirs, 
inheritors 
of 
the 
fake 
chateau the Salt K ing's 
queen didn’t want. But it is 
they who sa v e Chateau 
Impney from the sad and 
final fate of the wreck called 
Witlev Court
